
On January 21,1967-, Felham and I were in the district attorney’s office 
and photographed DAVID LEWIS as he observed through a backless mirror 
CaRLCS QUIitOGA. Lewis positively identified Quiroga as the nan' he saw 
on three occasions in' late 1962 in ths company of LEE HARVET OSWALD, 

We photographed ^uiroga through the mirror. Afterwards, Pelham, myself, 
Lewis and JOHN VOSS of the Da's office went to a restaurant for lunch. 

I interviewed L e wis concern .ng both the alleged gunshot fired at him 
J£n. 20 and about the three times he saw ^uiroga and Oswald. 

Lewis said he was walking in the vicinity of St. • b ouis and Chartres 
sts. the previous night, about 6 p.m. iislk His route, his location and 
the tine were all random natters. He said a car (which he later de- 
scribed as a green, 1951 i'ord) drove past, the driver leaned out the win- 
dow and shouted "Louie". He said that is his nickname. H e turned and 

saw a "chrome-plated gun, probably .25 caliber" pointed at him and heard 

a shot. He says there are no witnesses that he knows of. 

He says he first saw Q,uiroga and Oswald in "the summer of 1962" 
when he was seated in -Namnuso’n jrestaurant with Bannister' s secretary, 
DEFHItTS HO BE RTS . wirbga came to the table, said hello to both and intr: 

duced a stranger with him as "Lee Harvey," Lewis a few days later saw 

the pair on tne second floor of the Ngwnan building^ but no conversation 
ensued. About two weeks later, he saw them again in Bannister * s office 
with Bannister, Apache-Smith and amihxxm another unidentified man preserf. 

Lewis says he i s confident these meetings occured prior to 1953 
because his wife had a child in January , 1965, ■ and he fulfilled a promise 
,o her then never again to associate with nar.nister, When Oswald was shot 
and his photo televised, Lewis thought then he looked familiar and told 



his wife "I think 
(more ) 



I've seen that fellow somewhere before." He thought nr 
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more on the matter until December, 1966 when called into Garrison's of- - 
fice. At that time, he says, ”1 racked my memory and I remembered" the 
incidents. 
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
